As to tho best way of killing an Indian I 


shall not pretend to advise. Some boys 
prefer to shoot him, and others believe in 
sticking him with a knife. If you can catch 
him in a deep gorgo you might drop a big 
bowlder down on his head. Another way 
is to catch him by tho foot with a lasso and 
drag him over tho earth until his spinal 
column is worn, down to a tooth-pick.
